Claims 1-12 are 
canceled. Claims 13-21 are pending. Claims 13-21 are allowed, and hereby 
renumbered 1-9, respectively. 



Claims 13-21, now renumbered 1-9, respectively, are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to independent claims 13 and 19, now renumbered 1 and 7, 
respectively, and as discussed in the Reasons for Allowance of Parent application 
09/956,238, the claims specifically recite a plurality of lock down controllers, each 
lockdown controller being associated with a corresponding way. Although the cited and 
applied reference discloses one single controller, there is no motivation in any of the 
cited references to use a plurality of controllers, each associated with a respective way 
in the memory they control. Claims 14-18 and 21-22, now renumbered 2-6 and 8-9, 
respectively, depend upon the instant claims and are allowable for at least the reasons 
set forth supra with respect to same. 

It is also important to note that in the instant application, examiner's search 
produced US Patent #5,761 ,659, which discloses sub-locks. These sub-locks lock 
certain ranges of the memory. However, separate lockdown controllers for each sub- 
lock are not disclosed, and motivation for obviousness was not found. Even, assuming

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arguendo, that motivation could be found, the cited prior art does not contain a disable 
unlocked allocation flag, as claimed.
